DETAILS OF 


B.&0. WRECK 


DISASTER RESULTS IN SIX­ 
TY-TWO DEATHS 


All of the Victim* Were Scalded 
t o Depth—Seen» at Wreck was 
Awful—AStory of Courage and 
O Heroism. 


Ctmm'HsvHle. P h ., Dec. 21.—When day­ 
light broke there were known to be sixty- 
two dead as the result of last night's 
wreck on the B. & O. near Dawson. These 
bodies filled tem porary morgues Ih this 
city. 


Oi 
the bodies recovered thirty-eight 
have been identified and tw enty-three are 
designated as unknown. Most of the lat- 
ter are foreigners, principally Italians. 
W ith few exceptions all the dead were 
scalded to death. 
In hospitals three of 
the injured are expected to die any mo­ 
ment ;tnd live others are in a critical 
condition. 
AH the dead and injured are 
from Pennsylvania, W est V irginia and 
-Maryland. 


During the night twelve of the injured 
died from the effects of their terrible 
wounds. 
The train was largely used by 
employes of the Baltimore & Ohio, who 
w ork in Pittsburg, and many of them 
were victims of the catastrophe. 
The 
scene a t the wreck is awful. 
C ars are 
piled one upon other, lying sidewise, and 
;it angles where only earth supports them,, 
while trucks are piled high upon the 
banks among the bushes as though throw n 
there by a giant hand. Fully two hundred 
yards from the seat of the first trouble 
lies the wrecked engine where the great 
speed carried it after 
it 
struck 
the 
wreck. Almost one hundred yards beyond 
tli* engine is the forward baggage coach 
lying on the slope of the bank. 


A HERO. 


A story of courage and heroism seldom 
equaled is told of Benjam in Nichols, 
steward on the dining car. H is nam e is 
being sung with praises by railroaders 
and surviving passengers to day. 
W hen 
the accident occurred Nichols w as in the 
dining car at the end of the train. 
Be­ 
fore the car had made its last lurch Nich- 
ol.s leaped and was running- toward the 
smoker, which was reduced to a m atter 
of 
twisted 
iron and splinters. 
Steam 
was shooting fnto the cars upon the 
struggling hum anity. Taking oft his coat 
Xiehols ripped and tore the garm ent until 
it was in shreds and with this he plugged 
up the pipe and shut off the steam. Tem­ 
porary relief had been given the sufferers, 
but Nichols was not done. 
Long before 
the passengers in the Pullm an coaches 
had stepped to the ground Nichols had 
taken the first step in the work of res­ 
cue. Climbing through a broken window’ 
he leaped into the dark steam-filled car. 
Screams of injured made it confusing 
w h at to do. 
Picking up the first hum an 
at hand Nichols carried it out into the 
open. 
Placing the injured victim upon 
the frozen ground Nichols once more en­ 
tered the car. By this time other rescuers 
had arrived. 
One after another were 
handed out until five were rescued. 
At 
this point the stew ard w as compelled to 
leap to the ground, „being exhausted and 
overcome by the heat and steam . O ther 
employes entered the car and continued 
the w ork of rescue. They wrere soon re­ 
joined by Nichols, who once more had re­ 
covered. 
For hours the w ork continued, 
it being difficult even w ith the aid of a 
wreck crew. Many victims w’ere wedged 
between heavy timbers and it 
was 
4 
o’clock before all the injured wrere re­ 
moved. Following the wreck thieves *were 
detected robbing the dead and injured. 
Tw o white men and two colored m en are 
now in the Dawson police staion charged 
w ith the crimes. 


CORONER INVESTIGATING. 


The coroner’s jury is now reviewing 
the rem ains and taking evidence as to the 
cause of the disaster: 


Superintendent Irw in said tonight that 
there was absolutely no truth in the 
rum or th a t ghoulish train w reckers pur­ 
posely derailed' the train. 
“This could 
not have been possible,” he said. 
“ No 
hum an being could have accomplished 
w hat the accident did." 
Irw in declares 
the blam e m ust be fastened on parties 
who loaded tim bers on the car from which 
they avere dropped. It w as these tim bers 
lying near the tracks th a t caused the 
wreck. They were loaded three days ago 
at Friendship, Md., and were billed for 
New* Castle, Pa. 
The company is in­ 
vestigating this m atter.

Richard W agner's 
sacred mlsic dram a, “Parsifal," was pro­ 
duced a t the M etropolitan opera house 
this evening before an immense audience. 
The production takes rank not only as the 
most sensational event in American op- 
eretie history,, but it has a world wide 
importance as the first public perform ance 
of the much discussed dram a of Baireuth, 
and as a serious blow aimed a t the so- 
called “ Baireuth monoply," which “par- 
sifal" by its restriction to th a t stage has 
largely created and m aintained for the 
W agner heirs.

m ent complete rebuilding of the M etro­ 
politan stage, purchase of the m ost elab­ 
orate mechanical appliances and lighting 
apparatus, and ransacking

Stebbins 
is a civil engineer and Scott was president 
of tlie Illinois W ire company.

were office neighbors and had been on 
good term s until a trifling disagreem ent 
arose over some plans fo r .a w ire mill. 
The defense w as Stebbins accidentally 
killed Scott during a quarrel. 


CAR AND*LOCOMOTIVE STATISTICS.

ABE THE SALIENT FEAT- 
TJRES OF TRADE 


Holiday Sales Exceed Last Year 
in Most Market«—The Closing 
W ltli Rather More Cheerful 
Tone. 


New York, Dec. 24.—B radstreet’s review 
of trade .says: 
Activity in the holiday 
trade with sales eaual to or In excess of 
last' year a t most m arkets, quiet in whole­ 
sale lines, as usual a t this period, "with 
fair recorders from jobbers and excep­ 
tionally strong and «active m ark ets' for 
speeulatively dealt in staples, notably 
cotton, wheat, coffee and provisions, are 
salient features of the week. Other points 
brought out are sustained better feeling 
in Iron and steel and exceptional ease in 
money a t a time when disbursem ent pre­ 
paration m ight be expected to lead to high 
rates. High prices for raw textiles are a 
draw back w th which the cotton m anufac­ 
turing trade particularly is struggling. 
Hides, leather and wool are stronger in 
tone. In industrial lines features a re end­ 
ing of the Colorado coal strikes and grad­ 
ual downward readjustm ent of wages in 
coal, coke and iron and steel "to m eet 
changed conditions of supply and demand. 
The year is, however, closing in many 
lines w ith rath er more cheerful tone than 
seemed possible some tim e agp. Reaffirm ­ 
ing of billet, plate and structural steel 
prices has given a more confident tone to 
some lines despite criticism th a t ruling 
quotations discourage new businesss. 


W heat, including flour, exports for the 
week aggregate 2,335,000 bushels, against 
3,360,000 this week last year; for tw enty- 
five weeks of the cereal year, 83,215,000. 


Corn exports for the week were 816,000 
bushels, against 1,503,000 a year ago: for 
twenty-five weeks of the cereal year, 27J15 
bushels. 


STEAMER WRECKED 


BUYS HOMESTEAD 


Col. Bryan Has Purchased His 
- Father’s Old Home at Salem 


Centralia, Dec. 24.—From the crash of 
political battlefields W illiam 
Jennings 
B ryan has provided a place to which he 
can turn. 
He has bought the old home­ 
stead on Broadway in Salem. On it there 
stands a plain, tw o-story, comfortable 
house. 
Its heavier tim bers were hewn 
by B ryan’s father a half century ago 
and formed the log cabin In which Colo­ 
nel B ry an ‘was born. Although he called 
the spot home for only five years, it was 
his father’s first house and his birthplace. 
H e has bought it back into the fam ily 
again. 


Colonel Bryan long has sought posses­ 
sion of the house and the yard and garden 
that surrounds it. His desire, was prom pt­ 
ed altogether by sentim ent, for he told 
friends here th at he never had considered 
changing his residence from Nebraska. 
H is am bition was gratified when Senator 
Charles E. H ull signed the deed th a t gave 
him possession. 
The transfer recorded 
here shows the consideration to be $2,000. 
Instead of cash Colonel B ryan gaf’e an 
eighty-acre farm in this vicinity. 


The house on Salem’s principal street 
has undergone many changes since Silas 
L. B ryan felled the trees and hewed the 
logs th a t first formed it. W eather board­ 
ing later hid the rough tim bers and then 
a second story was added. B ut even in 
its changes it is th e center of Salem’s in­ 
te re s t 
It is to Salem w hat the tow er 
is to London or the stock yards to Chi­ 
cago—the one point to which every citizen 
points w ith im portant pride, the birth­ 
place of a m an who twice ran for presi­ 
dent'of-the. United .States. 


The house: w as built in 1853. 
Colonel 
B ryan's fath er the year before w as m ar­ 
ried to M ariah E. Jennings, daughter of 
a farm er in M arion county. H e took his 
bride to Salem and began the erection of 
the first home. In th is house Colonel B ryan 
was bom . Five years later the fam ily re-, 
moved their household goods to a sub« 
tantial brick farm house, a mile east of 
the town. H ere is w here Colonel B ryan 
spent h is early days. 


Although the new er home w as more 
modern ^Colonel B ryan 
confessed 
th a t 
never could it hold the place in his heart 
accorded th e house on Broadway. W hen 
his “ship cam e in’* he w as often heard to 
say, he would have it fo r his own.

Ran On tlie Rocks Dnriug a 
Thick Fog:—Passengers Res­ 
cued by a Tug. 


Norway, Conn., Dec. 24.—The steam er 
E rastus Corning, from New H aven to 
New York, during a thick fog ran on the 
rocks off N orfalk early to day. It is sup­ 
posed the navigator lost his bearings. The 
vessel lies high upon the rocks, partly fill­ 
ed with water. 


The shock of the collision and cries of 
the crew aroused the passengers, who 
rushed on deck In a panic; most of them 
thinly clad. 
One woman jumped over­ 
board» but were rescued. During^ the con­ 
fusion six passengers cleared away a small 
boat and left the steam er and have not 
ben heard from since. 
Aside from the 
missing party all passengers reached here 
safely on board a tug. 
The passengers 
left soon after by train for New York. 
Some of them had no outer wraps and all 
were w ithout baggage, the vessel having 
filled with w ater so quickly they had bare­ 
ly time to seize clothing and rush to the 
deck.

NO DISORDERS AT FUNER­ 
ALS IK CHICAGO 


Anticipated Trouble From the 
Union2 Picket» Fails to Mater­ 
ialize—Grand Jury Makes a 
Scathing Report. 


WASHINGTON NEWS 


W ashington, Dec. 24.—Secretary Root 
has forwarde to the house of representa­ 
tives a supplemental estim ate of $2,526,000 
for defenses of insular possessions of the.

Reyes said he depre­ 
cated w arlike talk and endeavored steadi­ 
ly to prevent any outbrak on the p art of 
the people of Columbia against the United 
States. 


SUIT AGAINST MAYOR. 


Council Bluffs, Iowa, Dec. 24;—Mayor 
Morgan w as to day cited to answ er to a 
suit instituted in the district court to oust 
him from office. 
The suit is brought in 
the nam e of C. R. W adsworth, an atto r­ 
ney, and the charges filed are: 
Neglect 
of duty in failing to suppress gambling; 
extortion in forcing proprietors of gam ­ 
bling houses to pay $200 a month fortpo- 
lice protection; entering into compact with 
gamblers, and m aladm inistration. 


ICE GORGE. 


Davenport, Iowa, Dec. 24.—The gorging 
of ice in tlie Mississippi river below this 
city caused a rise of the river here which 
reduced the head of the w ater power at 
the United S tates'arsenal a t Rock Island 
so low as to throw 1,000 men out of work 
until the gorge breaks or until arrange­ 
m ents can be made to run the arsenal 
shops by steam power. Much apprehen­ 
sion on account of high w ater is felt In the 
city.

ARE INVESTIGATING. 


Los Angeles, Cala., Dec. 24.—Relatives 
of Joseph and Louis Choisser, father and 
son, of Equality, III., who w-ere shot and 
killed by detectives in this city a week 
ago while resisting arrest, are taking 
steps to ascertain w hether or not the offi­ 
cers were justified in the killing.

Although police were ordered ta attend 
funerals if necessary and non-union dri­ 
vers went arm ed in anticipation of oppo­ 
sition from union pickets no disorders oc­ 
curred. 


CRITICISED BY JURY. 


Scathing criticism s of persons who have 
disturbed funeral processions in Chicago 
were made by the grand jury, which re­ 
ported to Judge Clifford^ to day. 
The 
grand jury also criticised “irresponsible 
organizations” for creating disorder and 
defying the law. The report says: “ We 
find th at for several m onths irresponsible 
organizations have been creating disorder 
in this county, destroying property and 
defying the law. We have found th at or­ 
dinary subpoenas and subpoenas duces 
tecum m ade ‘forthw ith’ and issued by this 
court have been evaded. 


“It is public report th a t a t present in 
this city bouses of worship and houses of 
m ourning are m ade scenes of disorder by 
men calling themselves union pickets, and 
th a t bodies of dead are desecrated. We 
believe these conditions justify careful 
exam ination and we respectfully subm it 
th a t the conditions we have recited be 
made a special subject of inquiry by the 
January grand jury.” 


FELL INTO TRAP 


Man Who Had Been Demand­ 
ing Money From Wealthy 
Men W«* Arrested in 


C h s c 4 g o . 


Chicago, Dec. 24.—The source of mysteri 
ous letters demanding large sum s of 
money which for the past six months 
had been recived by men high in the 
financial world of New York and Chicago, 
was today trac ed to Leo R. Brennan, a 
commercial artist of Chicago, and he was 
arrested as he was leaving the general 
post office, where he had gone in answ er 
to a decoy letter. W hen confronted w ith 
evgidence of his w rong doing Brennan 
confessed to having attem pted to enforce 
a dozen demands for sum s of $25,000 and 
$50,000. and having, threatened his in­ 
tended victims with death should they 
refused to comply with his demands for 
money. 
In his confession Brennan de­ 
clared all his attem pts to extort money 
had been futile, a« he never received a 
dollar in answ er to anj- of his requests. 


New York. Dec. 24—Men of whom Brenan 
demanded money were J. Pierpont Mor­ 
gan, John D. Rockefeller, Jam es Still­ 
man, Andrew Carnegie. Of each of these 
he dem anded^$50,000 in the first letters, 
and receiving no replies, it is said, re­ 
duced the am ount to $25,000.. Among those 
In Chicago upon whom Brennan attem pted 
to levy tribute w ere M arshall Field, R. 
T. Crane, J. Ogden A rm our and F. G. 
Swift. 
None of the Chicago men was 
asked for more than $25,0&0. 


Brennan wrote M arshal Field under the 
nam e of W illiam Craig. 
No attention 
was paid to the first letter, but on re­ 
ceipts of the second the m atter was 
placed in the hands of detectives and a 
decoy letter sent to B rennan telling him 
the demand upon Field w as acceded to. 
Brennan called a t the registered letter 
departm ent today, signed the receipt and 
w as given a package. As he turned from 
the window he walked into arm ^ of four 
detectives who had been w atching the 
proceedings. 
He will be held to aw ait 
the action of the federal authorities. 


MAN W AS INSANE.

mate.” Professor Ghrribtt quotç^ 
many learned men on the weather, 
including Bacon, Isaac Walton, Cap* 
t a ih Hares and Howard. 
He also 
gives the local weather “saying” in 
various sections of the country. The 
Scriptures arc called upon, also, to 
enlarge the work, as follows: 


“When it is evening, ye say it will 
bo fair weather, for the sky is red;

GOATS AS THRASHERS.

The many sidedness of the domestic | 
goat as a contributor to the satisfae-1 
tion of human needs is perhaps less un-1 
derstood than the facts warrant. The • 
importance of the goatskin in the j 
leather trade \re all know about, and ; 
most of us hare heard that goat’s milk j 
is a staple article of diet among some j 
peoples. But it takes a trip to New j 
Mexico, where herds of these demo- j 
era tic animals are'an everyday feature j 
Of the landscape, to make us acquaint- j 
ed with the fact that goat’s flesh is j 
shipped east by the car load to do duty J 
as mutton chops, that goat horn Is a j 
material out of which the ingenious j 
red man loves to fashion tobacco boxes 
and that the live goat makes an ex­ 
cellent thrashing machine. 
In New 
Mexico it is quite common to see a 
thrashing tloor upon which wheat is 
being-tramped out by a herd of goats. 


Such thrashing floors are made in 
the open fields by plastering a bit of 
ground with adobe mud, which dries 
in the hot southwestern sun to the 
hardness of cement. 
Upon this the 
ripened sheaves are spread. The goats 
are then turned in and driven rapidly 
round and round by shouting Mexicans 
or Indians, the trampling of the multi­ 
tudinous little hoofs gradually shatter­ 
ing the grain out of the heads. When I 
all is considered beaten out the goats i 
are given a recess, and the drivers i 
pick up shovels and pitchforks and i 
start in to toss the ^broken straw* and J 
the chaff high in the air. The wind | 
catches the light stuff in midair and 
carries it away, while the grain, by 
reason of its weight, falls to the ground 
and is ready for the sack. 
These 
thrashing customs, primitive g as the 
time of the pharaohs. form one of the 
most picturesque sights of agricultural 
life in New Mexico, that easy going 
land of “wait a bit/’ where in all the 
United States time is cheapest and 
hurry is, least known. — Philadelphia 
Becord.

WILL. REMOVE OFFICES. 


Announcement has been made at thé 
general offices of the C., P. & St. 1«. road 
that W. G, Gridley, general manager; T. 
B. Gillin chief clerk, 
and George C. 
Holmes, acting urchasing agent, will posi­ 
tively remove their quarters from Spring­ 
field to St. Liouis. The reasoA assigned 
the general officers is that it will be ad­ 
vantageous for them to be in closer touch 
with the affairs at St. Louis during the 
exposition. 


It was a hurrying, rushing, scurrying 
crowd of late holiday shoppers that were 
on the square and business streets Thurs­ 
day, and the man, woman* and child with* 
out bgundles was an unusual sight. The 
day was fair overhead and a mild tem­ 
perature prevailed. Every one was in a 
holiday spirit and the business section 
was surrounded with an atmosphere of 
good cheer. The merchants had all they 
could well attend {o and buj'Ing was brisk 
morning, afternoon and until late in the 
evening. 


Two of the busiest centers in the city^ 
were the post office and the expres offices, 
and here there -was a receiving and send­ 
ing volume of business that was nearly 
equal. 
These two • dcipartments of our 
transportation faculities may be termed 
the right and left hands of St. Nicholas. 
Harvey Jay, writing in the Youth’s Com­ 
panion says, there are 20,000 children's 
letters directed to the patron saint of the 
season that find their way into the dead 
letter office of the government postal de­ 
partment. 


An instance of the business done at this 
season of the year says this w^riter is seen 
in New^ York City where at one time at 
one pier there can be seen a line, of four­ 
teen vans waiting to carry away 1,500 
sacks of letters for distribution In New 
York alóne. This is from one boat load 
of foreign mail alone. “The flow of the 
city’s domestic mail is beyond description. 
There are sometimes as high as 15,000 ex^ 
tra sacks of mail and 4,000 extra pouches 
of registered mall-matter. 
The receipts 
average as high as' 50,000»a day. 
The 
outgo to fojelgn countries is equally 
large, and lavst year one isteamship took 
out $616,618 in post office money orders 
to Europe. 


“The mailbags carry the light Christ­ 
mas gifts, but the toys, the things that 
really come down the chinmey and the 
“real boxes” of the season, these are 
carried by the expre.ss companies. There 
are a half a dozen of these large com­ 
panies and a single delivery depot of a 
single company can handle as high as 
45,000 parcels in a single day. 


“It is hard to accont for the strange 
fits Of popularity for different gifts In dif­ 
ferent years. Last season, for instance, 
saw a “run" on American rocking chairs, 
thousands of which were shipped abroad. 
The jokers of the country sent small 
gifts of coal to each other and loaded 
President Roosevelt's mail with toy bears. 
The mails from Germany were noisy, with 
“surprise" postal cards that had flat 
Whistles set in them so tliat they would 
squeal as they were handled by theiclerk.s. 
And the post office Itself, not content 
with delivering the Christmas greetings 
to other folk, sent out 2.QOO cards to all 
the otfter countries of the postal union, 
wishing their fellow clerks a happy holi­ 
day at their w'ork—In the true manner of 
that fat and smiling purveyor of Christ­ 
mas gifts whose place they fill—in the 
proper spirit of the deputies of Santa 
Claus.’

Seek 
E nforcem ent o f R ailro ad 
Safety A ppliance Law 


Eighteen suits have been instituted 
in the United States district court 
in Springfield against the Terminal 
association of St. Louis, which oper­ 
ates trains across the Eads bridge, 
for violation of the act of 1893 in re­ 
gard to safety appliances on engines 
and car.s. District Attorney Thomas 
Worthington, who has brought the 
suits, said in discussing his action, 
“The sacrifice of life has been some­ 
thing appalling and the f^ederal au­ 
thorities are gong to try to stop it.” 
The intention of the law under which 
the suits are brought is to compel all 
railroad corporations io equip their 
engines with power driving wheel 
brakes and appliances for o]jerating 
the train brake system and provides 
that not less than 50 per cent of the 
cars in every train shall have their 
brakes used and operated 1^ the en­ 
gineer of the locomotive drawing the 
train. 
It also provides that no car 
shall be hauled or used on any line 
of railroad engaged in interstate com­ 
merce which is not equipped with 
wuplers coupling 
automatically by 
impact and which can be uncoupled 
without the necessity of men going 
in between the ends of the cars. It 
further provides that it shall be un­ 
lawful for any railroad company so 
engaged in interstate commerce to 
u ^ any car whidi has not been pro­ 
vided with secure grabirons or hand 
holds on the sides and “ends of each 
car for the greater security of the 
men in coupling the cars. Some of 
the cases are under each of the above 
provisions. The law in regard to safe­ 
ty appliances applying to roads en­ 
gaged in the interstate commerce was 
enacted in 1893, and originally i>ro- 
vides that it sliould bo enforced after 
Jan. 1,1898. This time has been ex- 
tende lo Sept. 1, 1903, and the law is 
now in full force. These are the first 
.prosecutions inidertaken under this 
act and it is proposed to enforce the 
law ii^partially. The prelipiinary re­ 
port of the interst-ate commerce com­ 
mission just issued shoAvsi that during 
the past year 321 passengers and 3,233 
railroad employes were killed 
and 
6.973 passengers and 39,004 employes’ 
injured in the railroad traffic of the 
United States. This showing is not a 
good advertisement for the methods 
of administration of the railroad 
companies and it is the duty of the 
authorities to inquire into the reasons 
for this great mo/tality. Mr. Worth­ 
ington has begun with the Terminal 
association, which is engaged purely 
in interstate traffic, and comes under 
the provisions of the federal law. The 
outcome of the cases will be w'atched 
with much interest.
